FEDERAL GRANT OF $600,000 
FOR ROAD LINKS IN ALBERTA 


Federal grants for highway con- 
struction purposes will bring coast 
outlets all the nearer this year for Al- 
berta tourists, At the same time, it 
appears that completion of these links 
Is still some distance away. 

For work on the Big Bend highway 
section of the Trans-Canada hetween 
Golden and Revelstoke, the dominion 
will, spend $400,000 this year, thus 
advancing work to a material extent 
There is still much building to be 
done on the west side of the highway 
however, while it has been estimated 
that to complete the whole str tch 
giving a through all-Canadian route 
to the Pacific coast, would cost over 
$2,000,000. 

Work on the scenic highway be- 
tween Jasper Park and Lake Louise 
also is being advanced this year, the 
dominion having decided to spend 
$220,000 or $110,000 at each end of 
this project. The government feels 
that it has been committed to thir 
highway though it was undertaken b- 
the previous administration, and will 
gradually bring it to comp'etion, 

Of interest to Albertans was the 
recent announcement that it is likely 
the dominion will make an appropria 
tion next year for work on a highway 
west of Jasper park to link with the 
toad from Kamloops to Blue river. A 
new route, however, is suggested go- 
ing by way of Tete Jaun Cache, which 
would serve a fishing and lumbering 
territory, besides having many scenic 
advantages. 


SCRIPT PLAN IS NOW 
OPERATIVE IN ALBERTA 


EDMONTON—Authorizing the is- 
sue of “stamped scrip” by the provin- 
cial government to an amount of two 
million dollars, the necessary order 
in-council bearing the signature and 
approval of Hon. W.L. Walsh, lieut- 
enant-governor, was returned to the 
Premier on Friday afternoon. 

With the order signed, the plan is 
now operative in this province. It wil’ 
be two or three weeks, however, be 
fore the script will be in circulation, 
Prémier Aberhart has stated. 

The order authorizes the issuing of 
script in denominations of $1 and $5. 
Certificates of $1 denominations ca!! 
for a one-cent stamp weekly to be 
affixed by the holder during a two- | 
year period. In the case of the $5 
script a stamp, 5 cents to be attached 
weekly for a similar period, at the 
end of which they are redeemable by 
the provincial treasurer,

SUMMARY OF CROPS IN 


THE CARBON DISTRICT 


The following brief summary of the 
crop situation in the district may be 
of interest to our outside readers who 
have farming interests here. 

At the time of writing the new 
grain has made rapid growth since 
seeding operations and with an abund 
ance of moisture and ideal weather 
crops are almost at normal in spite 
of the very late spring. Much of the 
new wheat is now from ten to four- 
teen inches high and with heavy rains 
during the past week prospects were 
never better for a tremendous yield 
this fall. 

Grasshoppers will do some damage 
to the new grain, but the rains have 
helped to keep the pest down and the 


farmers have been poisoning in the} 


hopes of bringing the hoppers under 
control, It is still too early to esti- 
mate damage from this source, but 
from all appearances it wil! be light 

The heavy frosts of ten days ago 
set back the odd patch of grain in 
the low lands, but the damage is ne- 
gligible. 

Taking conditions as a whole, the 
Carbon district is well favored this 
spring and a continuance of weather 
with the absence of hail will see one 


of the largest crops this fall ever har- | 


vested in the district.

Lack Of Purchasing Power 


the that the prosperity of the cities and 
towns is dependent upon the prosperity of the farmers, but little is heard 
of its corollary, namely that the wel! being of the farmer hinges upon th« 
prosperity of the urban centres, though the one is unquestionably as true as 
the other. 


One often hears comment 


Possibly the latter has not» been heard so frequently in Western Can- 
as the former because, until very recent times, the farmers’ income 
has been largely derived from an exportable surplus of grain. Under such 
circumstances the consumer of the bulk of Western Canadian farm products 
was geographically remote and the fact that the affluence or otherwise of 
the consumer was of considerable import was but dimly perceived, if recog- 
nized at all 

However, this relationship between 


ada 


the Western Canadian producer 
and the consumer of his products has undergone a change in the past few 
years and indications are not lacking that the change may be even more 
accentuated in the next few years. 

In the first place, during the past half dozen or so of depression years 
a substantial percentage of Western Canadian farmers have had little or 
no income to boast about. Because of a succession of dry years many of 
them had no crops to sell and others who reaped some wheat or other grains 
have not received sufficient price to render their work remunerative, partly 
because of the closing of former markets and partly because of the exist- 
ence of a big carryover which could not be liquidated, except at tremendous 
loss. 

As a result of their predicament many farmers, even with conditions 
somewhat more promising, have reduced their acreages seeded to bread 
grains and are endeavoring to increase their output of other products, in- 
cluding livestock, some of which are finding an outlet to a limited degree 


in overseas markets and others which, on account of their nature or be- 
cause of lack of processing facilities, must necessarily be disposed of in 
local centres, 


In the case of those products which are exportable, it is necessary to 
find new markets or expand existing markets. In the case of products which 
must 


be disposed of in local markets, consumption capacity must be in- 


creased if the farmer is to be able to dispose of such commodities at a 
price to yield him a profitable return 

Too frequently, in the past two or three years, farmers have had the 
experience of hauling or shipping produce to local centres only to find 
themselves faced with the choice of disposing of them at ruinously low 
prices or of taking them home again, unsold. 

The irony of the situation is that in many cases, perhaps in all of 
them, the produce would have been welcome in the home of the potential 
local consumers but, because of conditions which made it necessary for the 
farmer to raise such produce, these people were unable to buy it, or only at 
transaction unprofitable to the producer, In

Maintain National Credit 


By Meeting Obligations To The Full 
Extent Of Capacity 


Members of Canadian Manufac- 
turers’ Association meeting at Que- 
bec, lent approbation to the sugges- | 
tion by their president, W. 8S. Mor- 
den of Toronto, that Canada, by ap- 
plication of “common sense and, 
some old-fashioned methods, should ) 
anticipate the coming years with | 
confidence and satisfaction.” 

The president, in a comprehensive 
annual review of world economic 
conditions presented at the annual 
convention, noted improvement 
throughout the world generally dur-| 
ing the past year, 

He was optimistic of the future | 
but with his optimism came a note| 
of warning against too ready spend- | 
ing and loose borrowings by govern- | 
ment. 

“One feature in connection with. 
the increase of public debt that is 
giving concern to many individuals | 
and business men,” he said, “is the | 
increasing proportion of government | 
obligations that is being acquired by | 
banking institutions. It is, of course, | 
a sound banking theory that when, 
business and industry are depressed | 
and banking funds are abundant, ! 
government securities form an ideal 
investment. | 

“This theory assumes that when 
industry and business revive and | 
there is a greater demand on the, 
banks for loans, the government | 
securities can be readily disposed of, 
to the investing public. But it is a 
necessary implication that the | 
amount of security so held should 
not be greatly in excess of the | 
capacity of the investing public to, 
absorb.

Proclamation Of Coronation Date 
Broadcast To Empire 


With forms and ceremonies in- 
herited from the immemorial past, 
the date of the coronation of King 
Edward VIII. was duly proclaimed 
in London. But modern science and 
usage intruded even into mediaeval 
pageantry. 

When the Earl Marshal, Duke of 
Norfolk, and his attendants stepped 
out upon the hoary walls of St. 
James's Palace, there was immedi- 
ately in front of them a microphone 
to carry to the ears of the kingdom 
at large all that was said in the 
The proclamation set 
the date of the coronation as May 12, | 
1937. The date was announced in a} 
special issue of the London Gazette. 

While a fanfare blared from the 
silver trumpets of the Horse Guards, 
the Garter Principal King of Arms, 


long scroll nearly a yard wide. In 
sonorous tones he began his reading. 
The King’s guard of Grenadiers 
stood at attention, and the great 
crowd hushed into silence. By means 
of amplifiers, every sentence was 
heard distinctly to the farthest limits 
of the throng. Farther away on the 
battlemented ivy-clad walls of the 
palace, stood members of the King’s 
personal household. 

Sir Gerald read the proclamation, 
“Declaring His Majesty's pleasure 
touching his royal coronation and the | 
solemnity thereof.”

It opened | 
with a reference to “the favour and | 
blessing of almighty God” and spoke | 
of “our princely care for the preser- 
vation of the lawful rights and in-| 
heritances of our loving subjects.”
